S,R>0. 58 — In exercise of the powers confcried by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the existing tulcs relating to the post of speech therapist in 
the Armed Forces Medical College, Pune, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to the post of Civilian Speech Therapist in the Ministry 
of Defence, namely ‘ — 

1. short title and commencement —( 1) These rules may be 
called Ministry of Defence (Speech Therapist) Recruitment 
Rules, 1976.

2 Number of posts, classification and sc.de of pay — -The

3 Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions — The method of leciuitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matteis connected therewith shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforsaid — 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct re- 
cruitment may be relaxed in the case of persons belonging 
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to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tubes and othet 
special categoiies of pcisons in accordance wiih the oidcrs 
of the Central Govermnent issued from time to lime 

4. Disqualification — ^No pcison,— 

(a) who has entered into or conti acted a mariiage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with ,iny peiriOn, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post 

Provided that Ihe Ccnral Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applica- 


ble to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are o'hcr grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from ihc operation or thi.s rule 

5, Power to rehix — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by oi del , ,ind foi reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of Ibe provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
OI categoiy of persons. 

6 Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be piovidcd foi the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tiibes and othei special catego- 
iies of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Cential Government fiom time to time in this regard.
